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DETAILED ACTION 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 


1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 


(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 


2. Claims 1, 3-7, 14, and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Praz. 

Praz discloses a rack device for loading and carrying elongate cargo on a vehicle 
comprising: 


• A pair of crossbars (1) ; 

• A support member (25) that telescopes out of an end of a first of the pair of 
crossbars from a stored (Figure 1) to a working (Figure 2) position; 

• A stop mechanism (12); 

• An external load retainer (5) positioned near a distal end of the support member; 

• The support member has a long axis and the load retainer is at least substantially 
symmetrical relative to the long axis and extends in a direction at least 
substantially perpendicular to the long axis (Figures 3 and 4), to the same degree 
claimed; 

• The load retainer functions as a handle member; and 

• The support member is at least substantially rectangular in cross section, to the 
same degree claimed. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Praz. 
Praz is silent concerning the structure of the support bar. However it is well known to 

construct support bars for vehicles of material that has substantial load-bearing core and rust 
resistance. It would have been obvious to make the load-bearing core and rust-resistant exterior 
of the support bar of a specific material, such steel and aluminum, respectively, since it has been 
held to be within the general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of 
its suitability for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 
416. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 9-13 and 18-26 are allowed. 

6. Claims 2 and 8 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Riemer, Janner et al., Fargier et al., and Luciani are cited for rack devices. Tanner, 
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Hutter, Lafferty et al., Thomas, Scroggins, Lee, and Parsons are cited for telescoping members 
with collars.
